WASHINGTON (UPI)-Assert 
big that the nation’s economic 
performance has "fallen below ex 
pectations” in the past tw o 
months, President Kennedy today 
called for a massive $600 million 
public works program to make 
sure there will not be a general 
recession. 


Kennedy asked Congress to ap­ 
prove the program immediately 
so the funds would be available for 
those areas of the country which 
have failed to share fully in the 
economic gain of the recovery 
from the recession of 1960-61.”

Canby Raps Ziegler 
For Owing Taxes 


Joseph O. Canby, chairman of 
the Bucks County Republican Al­ 
liance, today blasted county GOP 
Chairman Frederick E. Ziegler 
for failing to pay more than $600 
In taxes on the hardware store 
he operates in Trevose. 


Canby revealed and a check in 
the Bucks County treasurer’s of­ 
fice confirmed that tax hens 
have been filed with the treas­ 
urer. 


A lien was filed last May by 
Frank Fleming, then Bensalem 
Township tax collector for $675.- 
51 in 1960 real estate taxes. This 
includes $63.11 for the county, 
$114.07 for the township and $496.- 
33 for the school district. 


Says "Irenic" 


"How ironic,” Canby said in dis­ 
closing the overdue taxes, “that 
Chairman Ziegler, who 
sits 
in 
judgment on the tax problem of 
the citizens of the county, should 
not only have failed to pay his 
taxes when they were due but 
should be delinquent to the point 
where tax hens have been filed." 


The filing of the lien gives the 
county treasurer the job of col­ 
lecting the back taxes. Treasurer 
Raymond F. Bassett said his of­ 
fice sent Ziegler a bill last De­ 
cember. If they are not paid by 
August, Bassett said, the lien will 
be offered at the public tax sale. 


Ziegler is chief field assessor 
for the Bucks County Board of 
Assessment and Revision of Tax­ 
es. 


Canby went on to say “the sit­ 
uation smells of the same de­ 
fiance of law and order as that 
of his friend and boss Eddy Boy­ 
er, as recently demonstrated in 
the Boyer zoning violation in Mid­ 
dletown Township." 
Commission Cital 
Canby referred to Edward B. 
Boyer, chairman of the county 
commissioners. 
The 
Republican 
Alliance is attempting to remove 
Ziegler as county GOP chairman. 
"This is the same Ziegler who 
demanded that prospective cand! 
dates submit credit references and 
agree to confidential credit in­ 
vestigations before they were en 
dorsed by Ziegler's group,’• Can- 
by said. 
"Unlike many of the people who 
come to Ziegler for relief from 
excessive property taxes," Canby 
said, "Ziegler is reputed to be 
independently 
wealthy 
and

Ziegler admitted he is behind 
in tax payment on the property 
and said they will be paid within 
a few months.

Ziegler is a member of the cor­ 
poration.

conditions

year, including a partial recession, 
a long strike at the Yale and 
Town# 
Manufacturing 
Company 
and layoffs of Budd Manufactur­ 
ing Company, 
"Many of my customers worked 
at these plants," Ziegler said. 
Not Ashamed 
"I understand this is an obliga­ 
tion I have.** Ziegler said, "the 


taxes will be paid in the next two 
months. 


"I'm not ashamed that I owe 
money,” he said. "Many people 
owe money from time to time.” 


Ziegler said that Canby in mak­ 
ing public the tax lien engaged 
in "a new low in vindicative per- 
attack." 


"The Alliance talks about me 
bringing Philadelphia politics to 
Bucks C o u n t y , ” Ziegler said. 
"This is a basic vicious Philadel­ 
phia tactic." 


Ziegler said he knew two weeks 
ago that Canby would make the 
charge.

"But I live in a very modest 
home," he said, "on an acre of 
ground, far from being ostentati­ 
ous. I need a rug and half a dozen 
other things that my wife has 
been needling me about." 
The county puts an additional 
charge of 6 per cent a year on 
unpaid taxes. 
At the same time Ziegler clari­ 
fied a statement he made Satur­ 
day about the tax assessment on 
Boyer’s home in Levittown. 
"I am not charging Canby with 
neglect in the late filing of the 
swimming pool permit issued June 
16," Ziegler said. He was not I 
member of the Middletown Town 
ship Board of Supervisors at that 
time. 
Permit Filing 
"But he is negligent in the late 
filing of the permit given to Boyer 
Jan. 12 to convert his garage into 
a living roan. 
"Under state law, the township 
officials must forward to the 
board of assessment a report at 
the beginning of each month of 
building permits issued the previ 
ous month. 
"This second permit was not 
reported to us by the Middletown 
Township officials until March 22, 
after a letter was written and two 
telephone calls were made to the 
township manager. 
"Canby became a Middletown 
Township supervisor at the begin­ 
ning of January, and as such was 
responsible for seeing that the 
building permit was reported to 
the board of assessment."
